Chicage Will Prosecute Hotels and 
Restaurant Keepers Who Add 
Foreign Substances.

CHICAGO, Aug. (The State Food 
Commission issued a forma! notice yes- 
terday that hotel and restaurant-keep- 
ere who served watered, skimmed or 
otherwise adulterated milk to their 

cust rs will be prosecuted. 

Tie practice is a fraud perpetrated 
on the public and others taking meals 
at public places,“ said the notice. “It 
is wholly indefensible morally and is 
a. violation of the State law which 
prohibits the addition of any foreign 
substance to milk intended for sale, 
and provides a penalty of not less than 
$25 nor more than $200, or imprisonment 
not exceeding ninety days, or both fine 
and imprisonment in the @iscretion of 
the court for violation.

President and Mrs. Roosevelt Look 
With Faver on Work of Audubon 

Society. 
(RY THE ASSOCIATED 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—In a letter 
written by the President to William 
Dutcher, president of the National As- 
sociation of Audubon Societies, made 
public ‘today, the President, speaking 
for both himself and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
expressed hearty sympathy with the 
efforts which the society is making to 
prevent the sale and use of white 
heron plumes, commonly known as 
“aigrettes,” which are won on women's 
hats. 
Mr. Dutcher, in a communication to 
the President, said that Queen Alex- 
andra of England recently had pub- 
licly made known her disapproval of 
the use of the plumes, and suggested 
that a similar expression from Mrs.

A Product of the California Desert 
Loses Market—The Destruction of 
Chinatown at San Francisco Is Said 
to Be the Cause—Used for Medical 
Purposes. 


A serious result of the destruction of 
San Francisco which has made itself 
felt at Needles, Arts., says a corres- 
pondent there of the New York Sun, 
is the slump in the horned toad mar- 
ket. With the passing of San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown and the consequent 
check put; upon the (alls from the 
Chinese doctors for this fundamental 
material in many of their prescrip- 
tions, “Bill” Peters and Watcheye 
Watkins, the horned toad exporters of 
the Mojave Desert, are facing a busi- 
ness crisis, 

For several years past Peters and 
Watkins have conducted a paying bus- 
mess in horned toads, dried, frapped 
and pickled. Their horned toad her- 
barium included pretty much all of this 
end of San Bernardino county. The 
shipments of horned toads sent from 
Needles to San Francisco formed a 
considerable part of the annual freight 
bills of this division of the mllroad. 
rattlesnakes for exhibition purposes 
and flowers of the century plant com- 
prising the rest of the products of 
Needles. This city, therefore, feels 
keenly the loss to Messrs. Peters and 
Watkine’s industry. 

The history of the horned toad m- 
dustry, as pushed to success by these 
two representative citizens of Needles. 
was recently printed in the Needles 
Firebox, just before the playful rise of 
the thermometer melted that paper's 
ink rollers last month. 

Mr. Peters, an old resident of this 
part of the desert, conceived the idea 
of establishing a market for prepared 
horned toads in a novel manner. It 
was when the only Chinaman ever al- 
lowed to stay in Needles took sick. He 
had been kicked off the Overland train 
in the month of June, 1899. and the fall 
from the train jarred the Chinaman 
some, besides causing a compound 
fracture of the right arm and a loss 
of most of his teeth. The 4 — 
lived for a few days in the shade of 
the railroad water tank while recover- 
Ing from his slight injuries and “Bil!” 
Peters noticed that he made a poultice 
of mashed horned toads for his broken 
arm, as well as taking some of the 
same medicine internally. 

HOW “BILL” DID IT. 

“Bill” got friendly with the China- 
man by giving him a bottle of mescal, 
which was too strong even for Bill's 
seasoned taste, and he learned from 
the Chink that the Chinese doctors of 
San Francisco were paying all sorts of 
money for horned toads. 
quick business sense Him Peters im- 
mediately saw the posthilitles of a 
horned toad industry. He sold his sa- 
loon and went to Frisco to interview 
the Chinese doctors. When he came 
back he set to work to organize the 
business. 

Nobody knew what “Bill” Peters was 
going to do, especially sinée he ac- 
quired a reputatiory for being a little 
erratic by killing a Mexican with the 
saw edge of a tomato can a few 
years back. But within a few u 
articles of incorporation for the San 
Bernardino County Horned ‘Toad Medi- 
cine Manufacturing Company were 
filed’ at the county seat, With i' 
Peters and Watcheye Watkins as hold- 
ers of all the stock. 


BREAKING BAD HORSES. 


Rarey’s Little Trick for Curing “the 
Balks”—Causes of Shying—Treat- 
ment for Vicious Steeds. 


A balky horse an be ctired, when 
under the saddle, by a very simple 
method, says a writer in Country Life 
in America. Turn him around and 
around in his tracks a few times and 
then suddenly straighten his head and 
he will willingly, and even gladly, go 
forward. This was the methed of the 
celebrated John S. Rarey' and has 
never been known to fall. 

The “jibbier’ differs from the balker 
inasmuch as his so-called vice is 
caused by congestion of the brain. 
The horse thus affected fs liable to bolt 
or run away after one of these attacks 
and is a dangerous animal. 

Reafing, although commonly termed 
a vice, is often caused by too severe 
a curb. Sometimes the rearing horse 
loses his balance and falls over back- 
ward. It is needless to vay that the 
rider is then lucky if he or she e«capes 
without serious, if not fatal, injury. 
When the horse rears loosen the reins 
and speak to him in a soothing tone: 
but if he persists give him a sharp 
blow between the ears with the butt of 
thé whip. This will bring him down 
on all fours with amazing quickness. 
Kicking is certainly a vice; Some- 
times, however, it is caused by fear. 
in which case much can be accom- 
plished by gentle management. Ex 
actly the opposite treatment at the 
rearing animal should be applied to 
the kicker. Hold his head up with 
might and main, for the horse cannot 
throw out both hind legs at once when 
his head is elevated. Kicking straps 
are what the name implies. A strap 
fastened to the shafts over the horse’s 
croup prevents kicking, but this is only 
serviceable when driven in single har- 
ness. Shying ts a dangerous fault. It 
cannot properly be termed a vite, as It 
ig generally the result of defective 
vision. Gentle treatment, soothing 
words and patient persistence in ac- 
customing the animal to the dreaded 
object will often effect a cure. To lash 
a horse because he shies or is) fright- 
ened only aggravates the evil. He will 
associate the punishment with the 
frightful object and will fear it more 
and more each ume he encounters it.

GREAT RAILWAY READJUSTMENT 


IN NEW YORK.

Pennsy'vania Company to Expend 
Fifty Million Dollare—Four Hun- 
dred Buildings Demolished in Man- 
hattan for Site of Depots and Ac- 
cessories—Double Deck System. 


[STAPF CO NDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—More than 
$120,000,000 is being expended in the! 
construction, of new terminals in the 
borough of” Manhattan for the New 
York Central, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company. 

It is estimated that the final station 
Plans of the Pennsylvania will  @- 
quire an outlay of $0,000,000. Up to 
date the plans of the New York Cen- 
tral for a —— for itself and the 
New Haven road will cost $50,000,000, 
and along with the New York Cen- 
trals “el lect ation” of its rails, 
$70,000,000. 

Four hundred bulldings had to be 
demolished | for the Pennsylvania's 
site. For the station and yards of 
the New York Central, six additional 
blocks will be taken between. Forty- 
second and Fifty-seventh streets. 


For the Pennsylvania station, near 
Herald Square, the excavations will 
be completed by January, 1908, and 


trains running from Jersey City by 
way of Herald Square to Long Island 
by January, 1910. The Grand Central 
excavation is now one-third accom- 
plished. “Blectrification” of suburban 
lines is due to be completed by Sep- 
tember 1, ahd the whole improvement 
and enlargement of yards and station 
are to be completed by June, 1908. 

Contrary to the general impression, 
that which the New York Central is 
carrying on; so far as the excavating 
is concerned, is of greater difficulty 
and dimensions than what the Penn- 
sylvania is doing near Herald Square. 
There ts to be a double-de k system of 
tracks—one | below for the suburban 
and one above for the through express 
service. In the deepest part this plan 
has required the excavation of rock to 
a depth of seventy feet. Before the 
whole excavation is done, 2,500,000 cu- 
bic yards of rock and earth will have 
to be removed. 

This is the fourth time in forty-six 
years that the Grand Central Station 
hae had to] be enlarged and recon- 
structed.

FOR HUNTERS. 


Preserving the U pland Game 
Now Becoming Popular. 


— 


to Assure Future Sport. 


Large Acreage Is Necessary. 
Notable Examples. 


— 


Southern Callfornla's duck clubs. 
born of sportemen'’s necessity and 
fathered by investments aggregatiny 
such enormous totals that they have 
become bywords wherever guns are 
fired at fiying birds, long since passed 
from novelty into strongly established 
facts, at once the wonder and the ad- 
miration of those wealthy tourists who 
Hock hence with rod and gun as snow 
files in the Fast. Until very recentiy 
these institutions have played a lone 
hand in the preservation of game in 
ites more restricted sense, partly be- 
cause the resident birds of the South- 
west have shown considerable ability 
to take care of themselves; perhaps 
moe because wealthy local hunters 
have found it easier and cheaper to 
spend their money with the railroads 
in going where the game is, rather than 
to buy up vast tracts of waste land 
with an idea to fencing and posting it 
for their own use alone. 
Yet as the number of shotguns in- 
creases in direct proportion to the im- 
provement in their efficiency it be- 
comes plain that the day of open shoot- 
ing around the cities is drawing to a 
close, and gradually is noticed a wan- 
ing of the once very prevalent senti- 
ment against the sportsman’s club—a 
sentiment already almost dead as far 
as the duck club goes, and now tot- 
tering even as regards those birds the 
people have always considered pri- 
marily their property—the quail and 
the doves. 
Within the last three years several 
associations of Southern California 
sportsmen have been formed to ac- 
quire and maintain for their own use 
large tracts of waste land that finds 
its best and most fitting employment 
breeding 


during the season le permitted only on 
certain days. and then with rigidly- 
enforced limits, sometimes even smaller 
than the twenty-five birds authorized 
by the State law.

Now, there are some ot these schemes 
0 raw, so palpably dishonest, that a 
decent newspaper will not publish the 
advertisements of the rascals who pro- 
mote them. The Times quite frequent- 
ly refuses to receive and print the ad- 
vertisements of these dishonest fakirs. 
In very many cases a hot campaign is 
carried on at the East. No effort is 
made to sell these lands here in South- 
ern California, or, at least, persons well 
acquainted with the topography of the 
country, the nature of the soil and 
Tacts regarding the water supply are 
never approached by those who promote 
these schemes. They may do some 
advertising here in the city. ''nfor- 
|} tunately. Many newspapers never care 
to inform themselves whether the thing 
offered for sale has merit or is absolute 
robbery. Anything in the way of ad- 
vertising is den to the nets of some 
newspapers. Even with the greatest 
care an honest newspaper must at 
times be imposed upon. The necessary 
knowledge of the property offered is 
sometimes impossible for a newspaper 
to obtain. But the great efforts of those 
who promote these dishonorable 
Schemes are made in the East. There 
knowledge of a specific character re- 
garding the property is utterly impos- 
sible. Neither the newspapers which 
publish the announcement nor the un- 
wary person who is caught by the ad- 
vertisement can know just what is of- 
fered for sale. The means used are 
generally circulars and maps showing 
the location of the property in a. tech- 
nical way and setting forth the many 
attractions that it has for founding 
homes. These are put into the hands 
of salesmen who are specialists in their 
line. They never burden themselves 
when they leave the sunshine of South.

The body of the building is 120 feet 
long, and beyond this extends the pa- 
tlo-like east porch, which surrounds a 
tree on three sides.

In the observation of Sunday as 
a day of rest there ts great diversity of 
Practice. In the centers of modern in- 
dustry such as Shanghai the observance 
of Sunday as a rest day has become 
the rule, but in more isolated regions 
where the foreign infiuence is not 
strongly felt, only the occasional Chi- 
nese holidays are observed, culminat- 
ing in a solid three weeks’ shut down 
at the Chinece New Year season. In 
times of spectal stress the Chinese abil- 
Ny to labor constantly with scanty rest 
has been emarkably demonstrated. 


Law Loses Power. 
passed at the recent 
Session of Congress creating a United 
States Court in China greatly dimin- 
nes the judicial powers of American 
Consuls in that country. Under the 
new law the Consuls will only have 
ediction over small cases of rela- 
tively little significance, and even tn 
these the righi of appeal to the court 
Whose establishment is thus contem- 
plated is guaranteed. Heretofore the 
Consuls have had full juritediction over 
American caste arising in China; that 
is. in all cases of judicial proceedings. 
The court is to hold sessions at Can- 
ton, Tientsin and Hankow et stated 
periods, at least once annually. 

The law gives the Consuls the same 
Jurisdiction as they have now in civil 
cases where the value of property in- 
volved does not exceed $500 in gold, 
and in criminal cases where the pun- 
ishment for the offense charged can 
not exceed hy law $100 fine or sixty 
days’ imprisonment, or both: but ep- 
peals go 8 District Court estab- 


The law gives this new 
court in China su contro] over 
the discharge by Consuls and Vice- 
Consuls of the duties prescribed by the 
laws of the United States relating to 
the estates of decedents in China. 


Trusts in Germany. 

In Germany the associations of manu- 
facturers have promoted exports by 
united action. In England the case is 
somewhat different. While her trade 
has expanded in nearly all lines of fin- 
ished product, the import movement in 
semi-finished materia! is mixed. Enz- 
land draws greater quantities of crude 
steel from abroad, showing an increase 
In the periods compared of 18.000 tons, 
but in the tame time her imports of 
pig iron decreased by almost as much. 
In two notable directions her exports 
have not increased—rails and black and 
tin plates. The decrease in rail exports 
is 55,000 tons, but there w so large 
a@ decrease to Gweden and t British 
East Indies, accompanied by large in- 
creases to Portuguese Bast Africa ani 
the Argentine Republic. that the dif. 
ference in the totals cannot be taken 
ie mean much. In tin plates exports 
ft is different. The total drop was 
45°90 tons, but there was a drop of 7907 
tons to the United States and 5358 tons 
to Canada, a total of 13.265 tons, due 
to the activity of the leading tin plate 
interest of ihe United States. Other- 
wise there was a fair increase to Ger- 
many and Beigium.

Not only does modern machinery great- 
ly reduce the number of employés 
necessary, but it also eliminates the 
personal equation, thereby resulting in 
a more uniform product and stable out- 
put. A very good example of this is 
found in a Mexican mine, which re- 
cently installed some electric mining 
locomotives, each of which with four- 
teen men replaced forty-five men, at 
the. same time largely increasing the 
tonnage output of the mine. In one 
case adopting electrical haulage has 
enabled a mine to double its out- 
put and reduce the cost of haulage 
from 8 cents to 1 cent per ton: this 
amounted to ® per cent. per annum 
of the sum invested in the electric 
power plant. 

Cheaper Lenses. 

A Hungarian chemist ts reported to 
have succeeded in producing optical 
lenses by a simple and cheap process, 
quite as good and serviceable as the 
best massive glass lenses used at 
present. They can be manufactured of 
a sige three times as big as the 
largest homogeneous glase lens here- 
tofore made. The importance of this 
invention in the field of astronomy t« 
obvious. The largest glass lens here- 
tofore manufactured out of massive 
lass for astronomical purposes has a 
diameter of about 492 feet, and re- 
quired several years to make, its price 
reaching more than $100.90. «a 
lens can be manufactured by the new 
process, it is said. in a few weeks at 
@ cost of 2600 or 2000 marks.

Lenses of smaller diameter for photo- 
graphic purposes, opera glasses, read- 
ing glasses, etc.. can be produced at a 
correspondingty smaller cost.

Tin Output Lerge. 

Wonderful progress „ being made 
in Bolivia in the development of tin 
mining. The older enterprises have been 
supplying themselves with improved 
machinery, while new and promising 
mines are being opened up, though the 
scarcity of capital as yet hinders their 
rapid development. The most produc- 
tive tin’ lodes outcrop at considerable 
elevation above the neighboring water- 
(Gurs 

One of the great difficulties in min- 
ingon the Bolivia table-land is the want 
of cheap motive power. Permanent 
water power is not generally available 
to any extent; coal is too expensive, 
and the native fuels are getting scarce. 
A Solution appears to have been found 
to some extent in the employment of 
anthracite gas engines. Work is car- 
ried on at an altitude of from 12,000 
to 14,006 feet. The gax engines in use 
at Oruro give about a 70 per cent. em- 
clency using 15 pounds of anthra- 
cite per horse power per hour. 

The possibility of reducing the fuel 
consumption, even by a “fractional! 
an hunt. is of supreme importance. The 
consumption rhould not exceed per 
hour one and a quarter pounds per 
horse power.

Big 
systems nearly completed and others 
started. One is an interoceanic line, 
270 miles icng.

Five- 
sixths of the exports is coffee, most 
of which goes to Germany. We sell 
about 37 per cent. of the imports, but 
British and German sales are increas- 
ing much faster than ours, especially 
during the past three years. Those 
countries give longer credits and push 
harder for Guatamalan business than 
do we. 
VENEZUELA. “LITTLE VENICE.” 
This bothersome, troublésome coun- 
try has a population of about 2,300,000. 
The native Spaniards there are very 
few—not over 2 per cent. The patriot, 
Simon Bolivar, really created the 
country, but since bis death in 1830, 
Venezuela has traveled, and is still 
traveling, a hard road. Her presi- 
dents govern for themselves and not 
for the country. Between 1830 and 
1903 the revenues were $306,000,000 and 
expenditures $212,000,000. What de- 
came of the remaining 94.00% % is a 
mystery. The country owes $50,000,000 
which, apparently, cannot be collected. 
She comprises a large area-—some- 
thing over 600,000 square miles. Has 
gold, ellver, copper, tron and other 
minerals, to say nothing of its lakes of 
asphait.

There is no better time of the year 
for tracing out the Little Dipper or 
Lesser Bear, for this now exiends di- 
rectly upward from the North Star 
which, as may be seen from Fig. 1 is 
in the extreme lower end of the han- 
die. To the Babylonians this faint 
group was the Leopard, an emblem of 
darkness; along the Nile it was a 
Jackal, and among the Arabians the 
Hole in which the earth's axle was 
borne. But strangely enough, to the 
Indians of North America, the North 
Star was known as the Bear, an unac- 


countable designation unless we sup- 
pose as tome have done that 
the origin of this people is, to be 


looked for in the far antiquity of Asta. 
Some of the Indian tribes have the 
poetic legend that the chase of the 
Bear around the pole ceases in autumn 
when it is wounded and its blood there 
stains the leaves of the forests. 


TWINS AND TRIPLETS. 


There is a faint attendant to the 
North Star, eighteen seconds away: 
the pair is, therefore, found catalogued 
as double, though the two stars prob- 
abiy have no connection with each 
other. But recent observations have 
shown that the North Star itself is 
really a tripie star, the three compo- 
nents being far too near one another 
to be seen separately with any exist- 
ing telescope. The star at K. Fig. 1. 
is a wide dovble; it is remarkable that 
all of the stars of the Lesser Bear 
shown in this figure are doubles, two.

1, it will pass almost exactly 
through the rather faint star shown at 
li. This te the Pole Star, that cele- 
brated star known to all people and 
cll countries as the star which never 
changes its place in the heavens. 
“The star on starry nights

To steer his bark forever by.” 
Indeed, before the invention of the 
compass the navigator knew no north 
but where the Pole Star shone. 
CIRCLING OF STARS. 

The slow circling of the stars around 
the Pole of the heavens is a most im- 


pressive sight, the more 80 when we 


think how it has been thus going on 
with absolute regularity since long be- 
fore ite on our world began. And 
jong after the earth is dead and cold, 
the stars, neither slackening nor has- 
tenting their speed, will continue their 

aseless course around and around 

he pole exactly as we may now see 
them do on any starlight night. 

The pole of the heavens is not exactly 
the North Star; it is at the point P., 
lis. 1, so that even the North Star it- 
self is ceaselessly pursuing a little cir- 
cle of its own. ut the true pole is 
gradually drawing nearer to this star, 
by the year 2095 the circle in which this 
eter moves will only be one-third as 
large as at present.

The long constellation Draco, whose 
head is near Hercules and whose body 
winds around between the two Bears, 
is now in excellent postition to be traced 
out. The star M of this group will be 
seen to be a beautiful triple with « 
small telescope. 

The autmn sky is filled with beautiful 
nebulas, those mysterious, faintly shin- 
ing clouds from which in the slow 
process of time it is believed that suns 
and worlds are formed. Two of these 
will be found in Urea Major at N, Fig. 
1. just above the little group of stars 
at R. These are both long and narrow 
nebulas. A bright, round nebula, the 
central portion of which has already 
condensed inte a star at T below the 
bright star K. At V near the star & 
will be found a singular double neb 
ula: at Z directly above the star J is 
the Dumb Bell nebula, which in the 
telescope resembles a dumb-bell, but 
which photography shows to be of a 
spiral form. The Lyra, half way be- 
tween the stars BR and C. Is the Ring 
Nebula, a drawing of which is shown 
in figure 2. 

PHENOMENA DURING AUGUST. 

A total eclipse of the moon will begin 
at & o'clock tn the morning of August 
8 (eastern time.) and last one hour 
and forty-two minutes. This eclipse 
WII! not be visible in the Eastern 
States, because the moon will set at 
this hour. It will, however, be visible 
throughout the western portion ‘of 
North America. 

A partial eclipse of the sun um oc- 
cur in the evening on August 19. This 
can only be seen by observers in the 
far north within the irregular boun- 
dary A, B. C. D, Fig. 3 The diac of the 
sun will be only about one-third hid- 
den by the moon during this eclipse. 

The beautiful evening star, Venus, 
which is now in the west, will, during 
the month, move along the path shown 
in Fig. 1. On August 30 it will pass 
within less than one degree of the 
bright star Spica. The two stars will 
then form a beautiful object in a small 


telescope. 

The planet Saturn is in the constella- 
tion Aquarius in the position shown in 
Fig. 1. It is now excellently situated 
for observation.

Exports and Imports Break 
All Previous Records. 


Big Banana Plantation Will 
Supply Califorma. 


Angelenos Succeed With 
New Mine Venture.

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 1.—The ex- 
ports and imports of Mexico during the 
last ten months reached the highest 
figure yet known in Mexican history. 
According to a report just published 
by the Gecretary of the Treasury the 
importations during April had a valua- 
tion of $19,885,614 as against $14,980,521 
in Apiri of 1906 or about $5,000,000 in- 
crease. 

During the first ten months of the fis- 
cal year to the close of April, 1906, the 
importations amounted to $173,394,34, 


in Mexican history and compares fa- 


during the first ten months of the fis- 
eal year previous, or an increase of al- 
most $26,000, 000. 

The imports of minerals show an in- 
crease during that period of $20,000,000 
explained by the large consignment of 
coin necessary now that Mexico is on 
a gold basis. On the other hand, the 
value in Mexican currency of machin- 
ery and apparatus as well as of cotton 
appliances shows a decrease of about 
$3,000,000; this is simply due to the fact 
that the prices quoted in Mexican cur- 
rency were in accordance with the 
rates of exchange which suffered a 
marked change over the iast fiscal 


year. 

The exports of Mexico during April 
amounted to $16,589,584, or an increase 
over the former April of $615,320. Dur- 
ing the first len months of the current 
fiscal year (closing April 30, 1806.) the 
exports reached the satisfactory figure 
of $219,474,748, or an increase over the 
ten months of the former fiscal year of 
$54,288,588. This is the biggest increase 
in exports ever known in this country, 
and certainly points to remarkable ad- 
vance in Mexico. 

The principal exports showing an in- 
crease during the ten months under 
consideration was gold bullion, which 
reached $24,000,000, or an increase of 
$3,000,000 over the former fiscal period, 
and gold in other forms showed an in- 
crease of $1,000,000. The export of Mex- 
fean silver coin reached $36,500,000, 


change for gold. At the same time the 
export of silver bullion increased over 
the former fiscal year $14,000,000. The 
copper export from Mexico was valued 
at $25,000,000, or about $1,500,000 over 
the former period. Zinc was exr-~‘ted 
to the value «* $249,163. as against $55,- 
927 in the former period. 

NEW BANANA SCHEME.

T. K. Langiet of San Francisco, who 
will manage the plantation, is now in 
this city, having arrived a few days 
ago from Las “‘efias. He will return 
to the coast within a few days, and 
will immediately start the work of 
clearing the land and putting in banana 
plants. @ Mexican Tropical Fruit 
Company is composed of San Francisco 
men, and has a capital of $250,0000 gold. 
It is the company’s intention to event- 
ually place steamers in service between 
Banderas Bay and Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, but until such time as 
this can be done arrangements will be 
made with the Pacific Mall Steamship 
Company to handle the fruit. Los 
Angeles and San Francisco now get 
the bulk of their tropical fruit from 
Central America via Mobile and New 
Orleans, and fruit from the Pacific 
Coast of Mexico can be placed tn the 
two California cities at much lower 
) Prices than are now being paid. Two 
plantation companies now operating 
near San Biles, in the Territory of 
Tepic, are earning big profits by ship- 


| ping bananas to California markets. 


ANGELENOS SUCCESSFUL. 
The Magistral Mining Syndicate of 
Los Angeles, Cal., owning the Magis- 
tral copper mine in the Etzatlan dis- 
trict, made a second payment on the 
property this week. There now remains 
but one payment, and this will not fall 
due until next July. The mine was sold 
to the Magisiral Syndicate last year 
by W. M. Mathews for $20.000 gold.

Friend Claim That Unionites

WASHINGTON (DC.) July 36.— 
The Washington Post says that it is 
openiy charged by friends of W. A. 
Miller, assistant foreman of the bind- 
ery of the Government Printing Office, 
that his suspension ig a direct result 

» Of a cabal formed by members of the 
Bookbinders’ Union to oust him from 
his position. 

In this connection it is said that the 
union has been displeased ever since 
the famous order of the President was 
fasned in 1903, restoring Mr. Miller to 
his position and establishing the prin- 
ciple of the open shop in the Govern- 
ment Printing Office and all places 
where workmen are employed by the 
government. 

The trouble was brought to a head 
when H. F. Ashion, assistant inspector 
and acting foreman of the bindery, 
suspended Mr. Miller on a charge of in- 
subordination and insolence. 

While Mr. Miller declines to enter’ 
into any explanation of the immediate 
events leading up to his recent suspen- 
sion, his friends insist that his rela- 
tions with Mr. Ashion were marked by 
extreme forbearance and courtesy. 

It js said by Mr. Miller's adherents 
that Mr. Ashion spoke to Mr. Miller on 
a recent afternoon about some matter 
con with his department. Mr. 
Millér is said to have replied that he 
perfectly understood the requirements 
and capacity of the bindery. 

“YOU ARE SUSPENDED.” ) 

As Mr. Miller was checking up the 
time of the men yesterday morning, it 
fis asserted, Mr. Ashion approached 
him and renewed the discussion con- 
cerning the date of completion of cer- 
tain work, and the manner in which it 
should be done. Mr. Miller is said to 
have responded that he understood his 
work and had satisfactorily filled his 
position for six years. It is said that 
thereupon Mr. Ashion placed his hands 
upon Mr. Miller as though to remove 
him from the room. Mr. Miller warned 
Mr. Ashion to take his hands from his 
person, when Mr. Ashion, it is de- 
clared, shouted in a loud voice, “You 
are suspended.“ 

Public Printer Stillings says that Mr. 
Miller will have an opportunity to pre- 


ent his version of the affair at the 
proper time. He is also credited with 
Saying that Mr. Miller's official action 
had occasioned many complaints re- 
cently. 

The entire controversy between Mr. 
Ashion and Mr. Miller is said to be 
the outgrowth of an old fight that was 
waged by the bindery union to have 
Miller removed from his position. 

OLD GRUDGE KEPT ALIVE. 

The original trouble is said to have 
commenced shortly after Mr. Miller 
Was appointed to his present position. 
At timt time, it is averred, the union 
had a task system in operation, where- 
by it dictated the maximum amount 
of work to be done by bookbinders in 
the Government Printing Office. Mr. 
Miller, it is said, soon discovered that 
many of the employés were not doing 
the amount of work that they should. 
He is credited by his supporters with 
rearranging the task system, and re- 
quiring an honest day's work from 
each man. 

Because of his failure to recognize 
the union task system, it is said, he 
was expelled from the Bookbinders’ 
Union. Thereupon a demand was 
made upon Public Printer Palmer to 
discharge him from the government 
bindery. Papers on record with the 
Civil Service Commission show that 
Mr. Miller was discharged on May 18, 
1903, for no other reason than that he 
was not a member of the union. An 
appeal was taken to President Roose- 
volt, who, on July 1%, 1903, ordered

Child Labor in the South Is 
Im proving. 


Report from Cotton Mills in 
Three States. 


Few Violations of the Laws 
Now Existing. | 


The New Vork Tribune last week 
published an article on the conditions 
prevailing in the cotton-mill district of 
the South. For the purpose of learning 
what manufacturers of cotton goods in 
the South have done to ameliorate the 
conditions under which their employés 
work and live, Miss Gertrude Beeks, 
secretary of the welfare department ot 
the National Civic Federation, recently 
visited fourteen cotton mill towns in 
South Carolina, Alabama and Georgia. 
Children being employed, the question 
of child labor was, says the Tribune, 
naturally involveed in the inquiry. 
While her report which is to appear 
in The National Civic Federation Re- 
view,” shows that there are isolated 
cases of very young children at work, 
as well as too many under twelve years, 
the legal age in South Carolina and 
Alabama, credit has to be given the 
employers for their efforts to educate 
the children and to secure proper legis- 
lation which will aid in abolishing the 
evil of ch labor. The question has 
been handled as a broad economic 
problem—clearly recognizing the in- 
dustrial revolution of the South since 
the destitution left by the Civil War. 

Much literature has been published 
on this subject, frequently emanating 
from a source interested in creating 
socialistic propaganda rather than de- 
picting facts. Miss Beeks not only 
frankly criticises where the employers 
are at fault, but also tells of the benef- 
icent efforts. In her report she states 
that the mills themselves have been 
made as comfortable as possible by the 
owners. Expensive cooling apparatus 
has been introduced generally, and in 
every way the health of the operatives 
has been safeguarded. Nor have the 
efforts of the employers been confined 
to the milis themselves. Far from 
checking the spread of free public edu- 
cation, they not only pay the taxes 
which support the State schools for 
their regular term of five months, but 
not infrequently support the same 
schools for an additional four months 
out of their private purses. 

It must be remembered, says Miss

PRACTICAL ETHICS. ; 
THE BRIDGE OF PROMISE. 


ANY an ancient proverb, or live epigram, jocosely 
bandied from mouth to mouth, is pregnant with 
concentrated wisdom the full force of which all 
too often escapes the mind of those lightly repeating the 
sage thought. 

Such a maxim is the one, said to emanate from a 
German source, which is so pertinently used as a quiz- 
zical rejoinder to one-indulging in doubtful promises: 
“If your word were a bridge, I should not dare to cross 


person in the country to indulge his mind in any kind 
of religious vagary. 


To the student of present conditions it is becoming | 
daily a question of more and more profound concert | 
how long religious liberty shall be permitted the degra- 
dation of religious license. Here we have a somewhat 
half-educated Scotchman endowed with a super- 
abundance of natural physical and mental force, com- 
ing up by way of Australia some twenty years ago into 
the United States, unknown, practically a beggar, 
preaching a gospel of which he himself is the center 
as an Elijah III. pretending to work miracles of heal- 


of the people of the United States, in less than a score 5 
of years we find him at the head of a vast city with | 
vast industries mainly of his own creation, with mll- 
lions of dollars“ worth of property under his own direc- | 
tion and control, and surrounded by the vast popula- | 
tion of this mushroom city, thousands of dupes who 
look upon him as a miracle worker and as an inspired | 
prophet, quite as directly in communication with the | 
supreme powers of the universe, as the half- savage 
Romans of the mythical days thought Numa to be in 
with the nymph Egeria. | 

For some mysrterious cal reason these 
strange cults grow as luxuriantly and as variously as 
the vegetation of early spring on a California mesa after 
a period of abundant rains. It was but recently that a 
citizen of Chicago on a Sunday morning tied his little 
boy upon a box under the burning sun under the de- 
lusion that the sun’s rays, which used wisely and in 
moderation will burn malaria out of the physical sys- 
tem, would also burn sin out of the soul. The child 
suffered unspeakable tortures and might easily have 
suffered death. Here at home, in the intelligent and 
progressive city of Los Angeles, we have, right at the 
present time, the most grotesque development of this 
kind led by an crdained minister of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, who a few years ago was preaching Christ ac- 
cording to the Baptist faith in a city pulpit. The fol- 
lowers of this enthusiast lag but a little behind the 


miraculous gift of tongues, jabber in almost inarticulate 
sounds which they themselves proclaim to be Arabic, 
dialects of Hindu, and any other supposed form of 
human speech that no member of the community un- 
derstands enough about to pass upon the genuineness 


| it.” But how many are there not guiltily conscious of 
erecting false or perilous bridges in the form of hasty 


or feeble promises, which the maker never intended to 
be safely traversed—-which were never designed to offer 
security to the confident traveler? 

We remark with terror, in this age of “rapid transit,” 
the alarming number of horrible accidents on land and 
sea; we deplore the criminal negligence and careless in- 
difference to possible wreck of human life on the part 
of importantly placed helmsmen and various operators 
of mechanical conveyances. We turn appalled from 
daily accounts of deep suffering and loss of life incurred 
by some one’s heedlessness or irresponsibility on our pub- 
lic highways, but equally does consternation strike to 
the soul of every sympathetic onlooker who casts a 
steady glance out upon the moral field—seeing there the 
blasted lives, the void hearts, the charred character, 
the suddenly wrecked, or wantonly squandered fortunes 
because of the tottering bridges on every side—the 
broken bridges of false promises, of faithless protesta- 
tions of honor, and meaningless professions of religion, 
of love and righteousness. 


Ah, how ready are men and women to construct a 
passage of words, of idle promises—so dangerous for the 
interested ones to stand upon or to cross! 

Like many a material product of modern workman- 


ship, these ill-fated bridges of promise are projected as 


a means by which to attract, to allure the unwary, with 
no concern for their enduring qualities, but with the 
sole purpose of profiting the projector. 

There was a time in the world’s history, when, it is 
said, a person arraigned for a serious offense required 


no witnesses, the court accepting the accused’s own 


solemn vow that he was pledging his sacred word of 
honor. Then a man’s word certainly stood for the high- 
est type of moral masonry; then the Bridge of Promise 
must have been founded on stone and iron, held together 
by the tenacious cement of grit and truth, of purpose 
and honest good will; all together composing the stuff 
of everlasting good faith. Thus we could hope for stable 
Bridges of Promise safe to stand upon, or to cross and 
recross without fear of calamity. 

However, in a final analysis it is the curse of feverish 
hurry and furious passion for power and dominance that 
is corroding the moral substance of the world: the mad 
haste to launch enterprises and boast conquests, no mat- 
ter what the result, is the ruling spirit of our time. 
Hence energy is spent to span more and more enticing 
bridges by which to capture the luckless wayfarer, to 
make the elating unconditional promises without earnest 
forethought, without sense of incurring debt or moral 
responsibility.

Better then, one promise 
slowly made and surely kept, than a dozen rashly uttered 
and readily broken. 

In justice to the elements of good, struggling side by 
side with the evil genius of humanity, be it said that 
much of the shattered life, the dispelled hopes and many 
wasted careers, are not entirely due € malicious prom- 
ises, or to promises franght with criminal intent, but 
rather does a large part of moral misery and social blight 
come from what is fast growing into the vice of “good- 
natured” thoughtlessness, and an easy disregard of grave 
questions as well as a more or less flippant disposal of 
all serious matters of life. 


“Your word, your bond.” Let this be the keynote of 
rising manhood and womanhood. Not that there shall 
be no just reconsideration of word or compact for valid 
reasons; but withdrawal of the bond shall be made 
honorably; that is, with due warning to, and whenever 
possible with the will and consent of the parties con- 
cerned. Even as in the commercial world, or in the 
province of law, so in the domain of ethics, the demand 
is that ere a given moral gate be closed, or a Bridge 
of Promise be withdrawn, those having thereby life, 
liberty or happiness at stake be duly advised. 


The chief menace to our rapidly-moving civilization 
is from a woeful forgetfulness of moral obligation. Let. 
then, the promise that goes forth from every mentally 
sane and morally responsible individual become as a 
real, tangible object, reared like a mighty enduring 
structure whose stalwart strength no stress of storm can 
shake. Let your word be such that to whomsoever given 
it may be something to depend upon. And let us then 
with thoughtful care help to span the world with noble 
bridges, but let us also conscientiously avoid creating 
beautiful Bridges of Promise doomed to fall by their 
own weight; and so falling, crushing out the life or 
happiness of trusting souls.

W ASHINGTON.—From the capital of Brazil, half

It is the chief financial and in- | 
dustrial city of the greatest undeveloped empire on 
earth. Rio Janeiro is a fast-growing town. It had 
just crossed the half-million mark in 1890. In 1900 it) 
reached three-quarters of a million, and today it has 
at least one hundred thousand more. It is bigger than 
any town in the United States excepting Philadelphia, 
Chicago or New York, and it is only 150,000 less than 
Buenos Ayres, which has now just one million. 

To my mind Rio de Janeiro is one of the most beau- 
tiful cities of the world.

One 
rises out of the sea like a sugar loaf to a height of 
more than twice that of the Washington monument; 
another is a mighty hunchback, and others are great 
forts and massive battlements. The harbor itself is 
shaped just like a pear, but it is so large that all the 
ships of all the world could anchor there and have room 
to spare. It is one hundred miles around it, and the 
water is almost everywhere over sixty feet deep. The 
bay is dotted with islands which appear to float, as it 
were, upon its diamond-studded surface. 


Secretary Root in Petropolis. 


Before I describe Rio de Janeiro proper, which lies 
on a narrow plain between the mountains and the har- 
bor, let me take you up to Petropolis, where the foreign 
diplomats live all the year around, and where Secretary 
Root and our delegates are now spending their nights, 
going out and in to Rio day after day. 

_ Petropolis lies just back of Rio, but it is more than 
half a mile straight up in the air above it. To reach it 


one crosses the bay on a steamer, a distance of twelve | 


miles, then filles over swamps on cars to the foot of the 
mountains and then rises up them by mé@ans of a cog 
railroad like that on Pike's Peak. 

This ride is & succession of wonders. It starts in a 
jungle of gigantic trees loaded with orchids, with a mat 
of green bushes far below. Now one sees a fern as 
high as a three-story house, and now feathery bamboos 
many feet higher. The road winds this way and that. 
It crosses ravine after ravine with silvery waterfalls 
flowing down them. it passes in and out of tunnels, 
and at times runs under rocks a thousand feet thick 
which seem ready to drop down and crush it, 

As one rises he has magnificent views of Rio and the 
harbor. The train shoots into the clouds and out into 
the sunlight again. There are always clouds on the tops 
of the hills, and in the early morning the Brazilian cap- 
ital and its beautiful bay are so shrouded in mist that 
one seems to be descending to a sea of snow. 

Petropolis itself has a climate which is perpetual 
spring. It is a combination of the tropic and temperate 
zones. The air is full of moisture, the trees and grass 
are always green, and the winds blow as soft as those 
of Florida in March. It is a city of beautiful villas, 
wide streets and modern improvements. Its people are

Odd Uses for Automobiles. | 


The ingenuity of the French people is strikingly mani- 
fested in the odd uses they are finding for the automo- 
bile. Not long ago the various governments were sur- 
prised when they learned that a monster armored war 
automobile equipped with 120-H.P., had been secretly 
built for the French government. This unique vehicle 
was constructed in such a manner that it could traverse 
fields and cross ditches, and carried two rapid-fire guns. 
Another surprise was the invention of a pair of motor 


skates, each of which was in reality a tiny automobile 


weighing about thirty pounds, equipped with a 1%-H.P. 
air-cooled gasoline motor. ‘The operator of these unique 
little engines demonstrated that they could carry him 
at a rate of thirty miles an hour. During the experi- 
ment he had strapped about his waist a tank containing | 
enough gasoline to carry him forty-five miles. The 
French army officials are developing the idea of using 
motors for dragging long trains of supplies for the com- 
missary, and the officials of Paris expect soon to do | 
away with horses by substituting motor fire engines. 

The evolution of the automobile from a pleasure ve- 
hicle to one of utility is proving very similar to that 
of the bicycle, except that it is destined to play a much | 
greater part in furthering the interests of civilization. 
When the bicycle first came out it was such a novelty | 
and cost so much that it was used principally as a 
pastime by people of wealth, but its cost was speedily 
reduced until the masses were able to take it up and 
profit by its use in going to and from their work. 

The French people were the first to realize the possi- 
bilities of the automobile, and are the pioneers in ap- 
plying it to practical use. Great difficulties had to be 
overcome in developing a machine that would not be too 
expensive, and which could be depended upon. A motor 
car is put to a far greater strain than a railway locomo- 
tive, because the latter runs straight away on level rails, 
and does not have to contend with quick turns. It has | 
to stop only at points included in its regular schedule 
ind everything else has to get out of its way. The 
automobile has to take the run of the road, varying as 
it dees with all conditions of mud and sand and ruts. 
Aside from this it must share the right of way with 
all sorts of vehicles, which necessitates a constant start- 
ing and stopping which, together with the jolting and 
jerking of the rough pathway, calls for a high test of 
mechanical strength. Thus it will be seen that to make 
the automobile practical for the use of the masses a 
strong, reliable piece of machinery must be produced at 
a nominal price. 
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Confetti Code of Tourists. 


It is a well-known fact that tramps make a practice 
of putting chalk marks on gate posts where they en- 


counter savage dogs or reeeive unfriendly treatment, 
and the tourists who travel through France in automo- 
biles have devised a similar system to post each other. 
For instance, if the authorities in a certain locality are 
disposed to be discriminating, or the merchants ex- 
orbitant in their charges for supplies, the fact is made 


known to other automobilists by scattering colored con- 


fetti along the roadside. A regular code has been 
formed which no one but the tourists can understand. 
It is estimated that every pleasant day during the 


summer there are at least four thousand visiting auto- | 
mobilists moving across France in one direction or an- 


other. It is claimed that at least one-third of these are 
Americans who would not take their outing among a 
people whose language they cannot speak were it not 
for the fact that they have to go abroad for roads be- 
cause there are so few good ones at home.

By this-treaty Schermerhorn acquired for the United 
States all the lands of the Cherokees in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, and North Carolina, embracing farms, 
houses, villages, orchards, churches, ferries, roads. The 
consideration passing from civilization to savagery in 
this transaction is not easy to arrive at. The promise 
to the ear was vague, and that was broken to the hope. 
To the ear it was grossly and ridiculously inadequate 
and void for lack of consideration. Here were the gold 
fields of Georgia and the iron and coal flelds of Ala- 
bama belonging to 20,000 Indians sold by twenty per-

came up from many of the States against the fraud and 
the infamy. Some of the Legislatures denounced the 
corruption of it. The Cherokees themselves supplicated 
Congress to relieve them of the hardships and the ras- 
calities of a convention they had never entered upon. 
But the Senate ratified the treaty and the Cherokees 
were despoiled. Calhoun said that though a treaty In 
name, it was no treaty in fact; John Bell of Tennessee 
opposed it. Mangum of North Carolina voted for it, 
as he said, “to save the Cherokees from the sword of 
Georgia.” President Jackson ordered Gen. McComb, 
then commanding the army, to execute the treaty, and 
Gen. Scott went to Georgia to superintend the work. 
Tie Governor of Georgia, Gilmer, misunderstood the 
situation and supposed Scott was sent there to enforce 
the judgment of the Supreme Court nullifying the laws 
of Georgia relating to the Indians, and served notice 
on Gen. Scott that Georgia was ready to fight the United 
States in that quarrel, but Scott let him know that he 
was not there to corece Georgia, but to coerce the In- 
dians. Of course, that placated civilization: 


Scott’s mission was to gather the Cherokees together 
—men, women and children—and convey them from the 
land of their fathers half way across the continent and 
settle them in what is now known as Indian Territory, 
on the other side of the Mississippi River. 

Concentration camps were established, and the work 
of gathering the tribes together proceeded. Men, 
women and children were arrested and thrown into 
those camps. Personal liberty was violated, and per- 
sonal property was not respected. Civilization was 
marching on, and civilization was in a rage. Families 
were separated. Son was taken from sire, child was 
taken from mother—the woman in travail, the infant 
at the breast, was ordered to move on”—civilization, 
the whirlwind it is, required room. No shelter was 
provided and the weather was not propitious. There 
was a drought the cruelest ever known, and the way 
of the caravan could be traced by new-made graves. 

When the long, toilsome, cheerless march was con- 
cluded and they had arrived in the new lands set apart 
for them, the Cherokees were without shelter and a 
vigorous winter was at hand, its surly blasts ready to 
sweep over the plains. Rain, snow, cold did their cruel 
work and 5000 above the normal death rate perished 
that winter. Rome's conquest of India, Spain in Mex- 
ico and Peru, England in India, left not a more in- 
famous trail than this tyranny our free Republic prac- 
ticed on an inoffensive people. And it was some scores 
of years before “Hell-roaring Jake“ Smith made his 
advent, too. 

“By the rivers of Babylon, there we sat down. Yea, 
we wept whon we remembered Zion.

It was thus that is recorded a cruelty of the Baby- 
lonish captivity in the Psalms of David, but none has 
told us of the pitiless captivity of the simple children of 
nature who were forced from their homes in Georgia 
to herd on a new land, under a new sky, across the 
great river. “ 

Out of that removal arose the claim of the Eastern 
Cherokees, just settled by the Supreme Court. By the 
treaty of 1828 the United States contracted to pay the 
cost of removal of every Cherokee who would go from 
the East to the West, and that convention was renewed 
in the treaty of 1835. Congress paid the obligation, 
but paid it with money that was already the property 
of the Cherokees. For years and years the United 
States put off the righting of the wrong. The Chero- 
kees were again tricked in 1846. For nearly half a 
century the Cherokees knocked at the doors of Con- 
gress for justice in vain. 

But a time came when the United States coveted

This is the richest government in the world, but often 
the slowest pay. Given a “watch dog” in Congress 
with more love for notoriety than regard for honesty, 
and a pension claim is about the only thing he has 
any respect for. Pensioners have votes. Well, a watch 
dog prevented the government from paying the Cher- 
okee claim in 1891; but there was a law permitting 
the Indians to sue the government in the Court of 
Claims, and that was done. They got judgment for 
$1,111,284, with interest at 5 per cent. from July 12, 
1838. Congress refused to pay, and referred the thing 
to the Attorney-General for review. Some clerk in 
the office reported against the claim, and the thing 
was all in the air again. Subsequently the Interior De- 
partment refused to allow the lawyers of the Cherokees 
to mention the thing to it. 


It was then in February, 1900, that the Cherokees 
employed Robert L. Owen to undertake the case. He 
immediately proceeded to Washington and secured the 
passage of a resolution through Congress authorizing 
the Court of Claims to ascertain just what the facts 
were, and in 1992 that tribunal made its finding favor- 
able to the claim. Then Congress authorized the 
Cherokees to again sue in the Court of Claims. The 
suit was brought, and in May, 1905, the court allowed 
the claim. The thing was apealed to the Supreme 
Court, and in May, 1906, that tribunal Affirmed the 
judgment of the Court of Claims. Thus this great gov- 
ernment was a repudiator of a just debt for all the 
years from 1838 until 1906. And it would have been a 
repudiator forever if the government had not wanted 
Oklahoma for its white citizens, insatiate in their hun- 
ger for land. 

-I have tried to give a general outline of the case. 
Much I have omitted. Details I have avoided as tedious 
to the general reader. The main facts are the outrage 
perpetrated on the Cherokees in Georgia, the cruelty 
of the exodus, the dishonesty of postponing payment 
of a just and legal obligation. 

I now want to say something about a remarkable 
man, who secured the payment of the claim—Robert L. 
Owen, himself of Cherokee blood. He made the lead- 
ing argument ir. both the Court of Claims and before 
the United States Supreme bench. Chief Justice Nott, 
of the former tribunal, stated that Owen's speech be- 
fore him was the ablest that had been made before 
that court during his entire service of forty years. 
Senator Clapp. in a speech in the Senate, remarked 
that a Justice of the Supreme Court said to him that 
Owen's speech before that tribunal was one of the 
finest arguments he had ever heard. 


Robert L. Owen was born at Lynchburg, Va., forty- 
five years ago. His father was a colonel in the Con- 
federate army, and subsequently president of the Vir- 
ginija and Tennessee Railroad. His mother was of 
Scotch-Irish extraction, Narcissa Chisolm, born in the 
Cherokee Nation, and of Indian blood. Mr. Owen, after 
graduating at Washington and Lee with distinguished 
honors, went to the Cherokee Nation and became a 
teacher in the schools of his mother’s people. He was 
secretary of the Board of Education, and was Indian 
agent for the Five Civilized tribes from 1885 until 
1889. As fiscal agent of the Choctaw Nation, he dis- 
bursed $1,436,000. He was leading counsel of the Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws in the famous “leased district” 
case, and recovered $2,991,450, and for the Western 
Cherokees he recovered $890,000. He was the founder 
of eight towns on the Cherokee Outlet. He was instru- 
mental in securing the act of Congress establishing a 
court with civil jurisdiction in Indian Territory, and 
drew the bill himself. He is a distinguished and in- 
fluential member of the Bar Association of Indian Ter- 
ritory. He procured the extension of the national bank- 
ing law to the Territory. After the passage of the 
Curtis act, which he bitterly opposed as an invasion of 
treaty rights, he drafted an act giving full citizenship 
to the Indians in the Territory. “ The late Senator 
Platt of Connecticut highly commended the project and 
ably contributed to its passage. 


His last service to his people I have tried to relate— 
the securing of a judgment against the government for 
his people of above $5,000,000. Mr. Owen spends a 
great deal of time in Washington looking after the lin- 
terests of his people. He is a man of talent and tact. 
He is a man of culture, familiar with six languages. 
He is learned at the bar and eloquent in the council. 
In politics he is a Democrat, and if that party should 
name the first Senators from the youngest daughter of 
the sisterhood, no doubt one of them will be Robert 
L. Owen. SAVOYARD.

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The Knox Family. 
WERE Fimst KNOWN IN SCOTLAND. 
PIONEERS OF AMERICA. 

By a Special Contributor. 


HE name Knox is derived from the Gaelic word 
knock, meaning a round-topped hill. In County 
Renfrew, Scotland, are lands called Knocks, and 


the first Knox, a De la Knocke, doubtless took his 
name from his residence there. Nock is another spell- 


ing somewhat common in colonial times. 
The Earls of Ranfurly, of Ireland, are of Knox line- 


family. 

One of the first in this country was Thomas Knox, 
who came from either Scotland or England, and settled 
at Dover, N. H., sbout 1652, which town he helped to 
found. He had a varied orthography, his name appear- 
ing as Nock, Nocke, Knock and Knox. His descend- 
ents added other variations, viz., Nox and Noax. The 
invariable spelling now is Knox. “Nocks Marsh” is 
still the name of a locality at Dover. 

The Knox family also helped to found towns in Maine. 

One of the tragedies related is the death of Elder 
James Nock, of Durham, N. H., who in 1724 was “most 
surprisingly shot dead and scalped by three Indian ene- 
mies. Oh, that Christ Emmanuel may speedily avenge 
his blood upon them!” 

Of one Jonathan, living in Maine, it is recorded that 
he made his will on account of going on an expedition 
to Canada in 1758. 

Another pilgrim father was Hugh Knox, clergyman, 
who settled in Delaware. He was a friend of Alexander 
Hamilton. 


A founder of the Kentucky branch of the family was 
James, who went there from Virginia, in 1775. He was 
prominent in“all civil and military events, and was 


State Senator. 
A distinguished member of the New York family was 
John Knox. who founded Knoxboro. His brother James 


gave a large endowment to Hamilton College. The Dill | 
entitled, “The Colmage Act of 1873" was prepared by 


John Knox, Comptroller of the Currency, son of John 
Knox, of Knoxboro. 

The Knox family has ever been patriotic. 
French and Indian wars they were conspicuous, and in 
the War for Independence many entered the service. 
Heitman’s “Historical Register of Officers of the Revo- 
lution” gives the name of Henry, of Massachusetts, who 
fought valiantly at Bunker Hill; he was brigadier-gen- 
eral the following year, then major-general and com- 
mander-in-chief of the army from December, 1783, to 
June, 1784, and Secretary of War from March, 1785, for 
nine years. 

Other officers were captain, afterward Major James, 
of Virginia: Captain Matthew, Lieutenant William and 
Lieutenant George, all of Pennsylvania.

It was Knox who, upon a certain occasion, moving a 

resolution of thanks to Washington, declared that the 

army returned his affection with all the strength of 
which the human heart is capable. 
When Washington bade farewell to his officers at 

Fraunce’s tavern, N. V., Knox was the first to advance 
and receive his embrace. One of the founders of the 
famous Society of Cincinnati, he was for years its chief 
secretary. 

His wife Lucy, whom he married under romantic cir- 
cumstances—her parents objecting to the match on ac- 
count of his obscurity—accompanied him through the 
war. At its close, she was the chief social adviser of 
Mrs. Washington. 

The family has its authors—Vicesimus Knox, 
among the number, and Thomas Wallace Knox, who 
was decorated by the King of Siam with the Order of 
the White Elephant, on account of his book, “Siam and 
Java.” Its poet, William, born in Scotland, 1789. 


The family’s explorer is Samuel Knox, after whom a 
highland in the Antarctic Sea is named.

William Knox, sor of Viscount Northland, a title now 
merged in the Earldom of Romfurly. 

Among the favorite family names are Joshua, Joseph.

Milch Goat Culture in This State. 


A number of poultry breeders and live-stock people 
in Sonoma county recently incorporated under the name 
of “The California Swiss Milch Goat Company” for the 
purpose of exploiting the breeding and products of 
these animals under a Califarnia sun. In addition, how- 
ever, it is the purpose of the enterprise to also operate 
in poultry and eggs, the erection of a manufactory for 
the condensing of coats’ milk, and the making of Swiss 
cheese. Owing to the material advantage offered by the 
mountainous regions of the State, the enterprise is cer- 
tainly feasible and merits developing and fostering along 
intelligent lines which will stand for ultimate success. 

Medical authority has long known that the milk of 
the Swiss milch goat is free from tuberculosis; that it 
is more easily assimilated by delicate stomachs than 
cow’s milk, and that as food for nursing infants and 
invalids it possesses quality in every vay desirable. A 
Swiss Saanen goat will give a daily average for six 
or seven months after kidding, something like four or 
five quarts of milk, hence as an adjunct to poultry cul- 
ture where land is rather limited, it possesses attrac- 
tions as a source of revenue which makes its breeding 
worthy of consideraton. To afford an index as to the 
commercial importance of goat culture, it is well to re- 
member that Germany enjoys a revenue from this divi- 
sion of her rural economy averaging $55,000,900 an- 
nually, one of the chief products being the popular 
Swiss cheese, (of which this country Imports large quan- 
tities) made from goats’ milk. Goats are prolific breed- 
ers.

“A first-class waiter is born, not made,” says the head 
waiter of the Hunting Room of the new Hotel Astor. 
“From the moment that a man enters upon his duties 
as the most insignificant ‘piccolo’ or ‘omnibus’ we can tell 
whether he is going to be an efficient servant. He must 
be attentive without being servile, and above all, must 


old cugtomers, knowing how to treat them, as well as 
how he himself will be treated—and tipped. 


“Regarding this question of treatment,” says Auguste, 
“we waiters, like everybody else, have often to meet 
many who are not gentlemen, When a man snaps his 
fingers at his attendant and speaks as if he were calling 
a dog, we naturally know where to place him, and that 
person does not get better service than others, to say 
the least. But the waiter must exercise judgment. Some 
times a man has stayed up too late the night before 
and may have taken more than is good for him. His 
nerves are on edge; he has two headaches—one over 
each eye—and the world is jet black to him. The good 
waiter understands this at a glance. 


“Or perhaps the man has been a good fellow ten times, 
but the eleventh time he is a brute. Well, we compre- 
hend. Something has gone wrong—he has lost money 
or there has been trouble of some kind. He is handled 
with kid gloves by his waiter, and is stroked, as it were, 
with a hand of velvet, gently, soothingly, sympathet- 
ically. As like as not the guest becomes ashamed of his 
ill temper, and the waiter gets conscience money in the 
shape of a dollar inetead of a quarter tip.” 


The waiter himself is under too strict discipline ever 
to show irritation or bad humor. In a great hotel like 
the Astom where the staff employed in the four dining- 
rooms numbers 270 “regulars,” exclusive of the host of 
subsidiary attendants who assist behind the scenes, ev- 
erything is organized with the utmost precision. 


Some people are fond of asserting that these imper- 
turbable purveyors, instead of being paid by the hote! 
proprietor, not infrequently have to pay for the privi- 
lege of working in the establishment. As a matter of 
fact, the best New York waiters get $25 a week and their 
clothes. Their tips, it has been calculated, run from $100 
‘to $125 a month, a generous salary, but one which 
is certainly well earned. P. B.

Stories of Manuel Garcia, the famous centenarian 
musician, who died a few days ago in London, are in 
order. An indomitable will power gave him great 
ascendancy over each pupil; his science and cleverness 


French, German or Swiss, and these have often had the 
advantages of attending academies or even kindergar- 
tens established at foreign hotels in the off-season, when 
they break plates, spoil silverware and generally sustain 
parts in a universal comedy of errors, to the great disgust 
of the guests upon whom they practice their trade. The 
waiters’ academy in Vienna is the foremost in the world. 
“Knowledge of several languages is a very necessary 
qualification; and hardly any scrap of general informa- 
tion comes amiss; but tact and discretion are the waiter's 
chief virtues. His attitude should be that of a soldier al- 
ways at attention—always ready for the word of com- 
mand. He should answer politely when addressed, keep 
at a respectful distance from the table, yet always be 
near enough to be easily called when wanted. In fact, a 
really good waiter should need no calling, but make a 
point of watching the guest’s face, so as to instantly ob- 
serve what is wanted almost before the guest himself 
has had time to form a wish.“ 

In the hierarchy of waiterdom the head waiter stands. 
first. Next comes the assistant head waiter, followed 
by the “captains” who supervise each his own section 
of the dining-room, the serving waiters and the “pic- 
colo” and “omnibus” men, who keep the water carafes 
filled, remove dishes which have been used, and gener- 
ally supply the tables with what small articles may be 
required from time to time. According to Auguste of 
the Hunting Room, the head waiter should always meet

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The End of Purple Scale. 


OTHING has been more completely demonstrated 

lately than the fact that purple scale can be ex- 

terminated with one very heavy application of 
cyanide. Happily but.a very small number of localities 
in Los Angeles county are infected with this insect, 
and San Bernardino and Riverside counties have none 
of it whatever. Within the last eighteen months I have 
seen this scale obliterated in nearly two-score orchards, 
and the good work is continuing more rapidly this sum- 
mer than heretofore. On the other hand the same old 
practice of attacking purple scale with an insufficient 
dosage of cyanide is being continued by some fumil- 
gators: Orchardists are wasting money in the employ- 
ment of men who only check this pest, and often do 
not even do that well. Spraying for its control is a waste 
of effort and is now almost. abandoned. This scale is 
showing an inclination to travel eastward, and the situa-

Bean Rust. 


VEGETABLE grower in the Cahuenga Valley re- 
A cently showed me a field of beans so severely 
stricken with rust that he had abandoned the plants. 
A few hills of the Kentucl#y Wonder had been entirely 
destroyed, and the dwarf beans of the main field were 
so badly affected that no flowering seemed possfbie. 
This fungus appeared in small red pustules, covering 
the entire leaf in most cases. This rust occurs in mid- 
summer in the East and correspondingly earlier in lo- 
calit les where the vines start many weeks in advance. | 
The usual admonition to plant varieties not subject to 
this form of attack had been heeded, but this season 
mildews and rusts have been so common that previous | 
experiences are of little use. If these attacks are con- 
tinued the growers will have to rotate their crops. 
Burning all the rubbish at the end of the season is a 
wise precaution. |

Fortunate Seed Selection. 


COLORADO cantaloupe grower has made a valu- 

able discovery of a rust-resistant melen, which 
promises to be of immense value to the Rockyford canta- 
loupe industry. It seems that he had planted patches of 
the melons from seed obtained from five different seeds- 
men. Rust attacked the melon patches just as the fruit 
was ripening and all of the crop was destroyed save oue 
particular patch of those grown from the seed of one 
seedsman. Many of the hills of this strain of Rocky- 
ford seed remained green throughout the season and 
produced a good crop of melons. A quantity of seed 
from the rust-resistant hills was saved and afterward 
planted in comparison with ordinary seed. 


In the Vegetable Garden. 
OW turnips, but not rutabaga—it is too late. ‘ 
Also sow winter radish, rose china or black Span- 
ish, early peas, bush beans, lettuce, spinach. 
Give plenty of liquid manure water to celery. It will 
make it nice and crisp. Celery is a hard feeder. 
Look out for worms on cabbage. Hoe it well. 


If onion tops are still green in late August break 
them down—roll a barrel over them if you have a large 
patch—to check growth.

Currants. 


HE delightfully fragrant, yellow-flowering currant 
(R. aurum) of our gardens is native eastward from 
Colorado, where it produces a nearly worthless black 
fruit. West and Southwest of that State it is repre- 
sented by R. tenuifiorum, very similar in appearance, 
but producing a juicy acid berry varying in color from 
golden-yellow to red. It grows abundantly along streams 
and near the bottoms of cafions which are not very 
steep nor rocky. Its great value depends upon the large 
size of the shrubs, often ten or twelve feet high, and 
of slender habit. The Indians and settlers collect large 
quantities of the fruit, which they cook and preserve 
in a large variety of ways. It was perhaps of this thac 
Emory wrote: “We also found the Lamita in great 
abundance.

| Ancient Seed Bed. 


| T HE appearance of strange plants often follows sud- 
den change in the surface of the soil, and many 
botanists and others have been disposed to attribute this 
to seeds, bulbs or spores of a former vegetation that 
have remained in the ground awaiting favorable condi- 
tions for growth. Recent studies in France are thought 
to coufirm this view. Some years ago large quantities 
of a plant of Southern Europe called wolf's milk or 
cypress spurge (Euphorbia lathyris, L.) were discovered 
in a remote two-year-old clearing in a large forest of 
the canton of Petite Malpierre, but two years later these 
hati disappeared, while a thick growth was seen in a 
neighboring two-year-old clearing, with a few specimens 
only in a clearing a little more than three years old. M. 
Fliche is convinced that the plants have been crowded 
out by the growth of the forest trees. He finds that 
large Gallo-Roman iron works formerly existed at this 
spot, and, as the Romans made medical use of the 
Euphorbia lathyris, he concludes that persons living at 
the works first introduced the plants, and that on the 
invasion of the region by forests the seeds lay dormant 
until the land was again cleared. , 


Big Money for Cantaloupes. 


10 things were expected from the melon industry 

in the valley this year, but bigger things are being 
realized. Shipments of cantaloupes from Brawley alone 
thus far aggregate 150 carloads, and the prices have 
been all that were hoped for. Holtville is also making 
a good thing out of the crop, though the acreage was 
much smaller. 


The present expectation is that Brawley will make a 
record this year of 260 carloads of melons, sold at an 
average price of $600 a car to the growers. This would 
distribute $125,000 among the farmers of Brawley, and 
the prosperity of the town is advancing greatly as a 
result. 


One of the peculiar features of the industry thus far 
deyeloped this season is on the Hart ranch, near Im- 
perial. Mr. Hart sold the property several months since 
for $50 an acre, retaining this summer's crop. From 
eight acres of the farm he is expecting to sell $3600 
worth of cantaloupes, a large porgion of which has al- 
ready been marketed. Land worth $50 an acre that wil! 
produce a $450 crop is a novelty in farnfing. 


The labor problem is a perplexing one at Brawley. 
The season brought together a large number of men, 
many of them pretty tough specimens of humanity, and 
many of the better ones left the valley for the Fourth, 
leaving the farmers short of labor and with a surplus 
of villainy on their hands. This problem illustrates the 
fact that the cantaloupe is a culture to be grown here, 
| as in Colorado, in small areas, enabling the farmer to 
| personally care for his crop with the least possible out- 
| side help.—-[Imperial Standard. ° 


Grading Cucumbers. 


HE cucumbers are gathered into small crates, each 

one holding about two pecks. These crates are 
loaded into the wagons and taken to the pickle fac- 
tories, The picking should not be done during the 
heated part of the day if it is possible to avoid it, be- 
cause if the vines are disturbed at that time they have 
a tendency to wilt, thus injuring the yield and the fruit. 
When the fields are planted, occasional roadways are 
left, so that a team may be driven through to collect the 
«crates, thus simplifying the process of loading for mar- 
ket. 


| The fruit is graded according to size, the smaller ones 
being the more choice. Anything under 3 or 4 inches 
in length is classed as first grade. These bring the best 
price and are used for choice bottle pickles and for the 
higher grade bulk pickles. The choicest of the first 
grade are very slender and average about 1 or 2 inches 
in length. The larger ones, those over 4 inches, such as 
are used for dill pickles, are second grade and bring a 
emaller price per bushel. They run a much smaller 
number to the bushel, are much easier harvested and 
delivered, and naturally yield more pounds to the acre ._ 
than the first grades, so the difference in net returns is 
not great. Most factories will use only a limited amount 
of the seconds, thus forcing the farmers to raise first 
grade. — [Orange Judd Farmer.

Study Thyself—Cure Thyself. 


N these days, when so many books, good, bad and 
Ie, are published on the subject of hygiene, 

it is not often that the editor picks up one that may 
be characterized as altogether “different.” Such a book 
is “Autology” (study thyself) with a sub-head “Auto- 
pathy” (care thyself.) It is written by Dr. E. R. Moras, 
a well-known Chicago phvsician. 

On a page preceding the preface, Dr. Moras makes 
the following “profession of faith.” 

“Cell-matter is the only cure-matter—mind is not 
cell-matter, therefore, mind does not cure matter. As 
time and space are mere conveniences of cosmic mat- 
ter,.so mind and thought are mere incidents of cell 
matter.“ 

From this, it will be seen that Dr. Moras is much of 
a materialist, and consequently at outs with the “New 
Thoughters,” “Christian Scientists” and others, who 
maintain that mind is pretty nearly everything. In 
reference to this phase of the author's teachings, E. E. 
Carey, of Suggestion, writes to the editor as follows: 

“I believe with the doctor that a finely developed 
brain must be nourished by the best foods. The better 
the food, the better the brain, and the better the 


product of the brain, any more than sound is the prod- 
uct of a phonograph, or messages a product of the 
wireless telegraph receiver. The better the instrument, 
the better the message; the better the piano the finer 
the harmony, bui the harmony is not created in the 
piano, which is but an instrument for translating cer- 
tain ideas in the mind of the pianist into terms (or 
vibrations) which are recognized by the ear. 

In his preface, Dr. Moras says: 

“I purpose to prove to you that sickness is caused by 
the identical, same physical elements and chemical 
compounds that produce sickness.” |

Writing of “how to raise brains,” Dr. Moras says: 

“It’s gotten to be no trick at all to raise thirty-thous- 
and dollar “pinks.” or fifty-thousand dollar horses, or 
billion-doHar trusts, but it still is the toughest propo- 
sition in the world to raise anything better than thirty- 
cent brains. Why? Because: people will learn to feed 
hogs or cabbages or puppies, but they don’t care a darn 
how they feed their offspring.” 

Evidently Dr. Moras practices at least a part of what 


years of age, who has never had a suspicion of an ail 
ment or a cold, although exposed in every possible way. 
He has never been taught or been “thoughted” anything. 
Furthermore, Dr Moras says: 


“He speaks and understands three languages, and 
thinks in the three languages. Do you realize fully what 
that means? He thinks in the three languages! In 
other words, his brain cells (not his mind) possess and 
exude the ‘smartness’ of the Yankee, ‘l'esprit’ of the 
French, and the ‘gemuelichkeit’ of the German.

Why have we so many poor, feeble and unbalanced 
brains? Dr. Moras explains it thusly: 

“In a word, when brain cells are forced to feed, year 
in and year out, from infancy to maturity, on the kind 
of light and air and liquids and solids which are best 
adapted to forming liver and bile, kidneys and urine, 
slime and ‘discharges’: it follows that such brain cell- 
substance must necessarily incubate and hatch some 
sort of bile-tainted, or urine-tainted or slime-tainted, 
or something else tainted minds or thoughts—some sort 
of dyspeptic or epileptic or jaundiced, or catarrhal, or 


looks like repeating a platitude.” 

Coming down to the question of diet, Dr. Moras is a 
believer in the wholesomeness of eggs, which he strong- 
ly recommends. He also makes a strong point in regard 
to the error of mixing foods that do not harmonize. 
Milk, he declares, should not be mixed with eggs, nor 
eggs with meat, nor bread with meat and potatoes. On 
the other hand, he advises eggs, toasted bread, butter 
and occasionally a little fine bacon as a good breakfast 
combination. He might have omitted the bacon. For 
lunch he advises rice and cream, or eggs and rice, and 
for dinner such a meal as a little fresh meat or fowl, with 
potatoes (baked or boiled with the skin) and green peas 
or string beans, or onions, or parsnips, or tomatoes, 

One chapter is devoted to the body’s “jellies, juices 
and slimes.” He claims that it is not fair to say that 
our body is three-fourths water. On the contrary, he 
says that the truth is that the body is four-fifths slime 
and jelly. Hence the importance of these body materi- 
als. 

In referring to the proteid foods, Dr. Moras enume- 
rates eggs, meat, fish and milk. It appears to the 
editor a most remarkable thing that he should alto- 
gather confine his list of proteid foods to the animal 
proteids, ignoring entirely the exceedingly important 
and far more valuable vegetable proteids, namely, the 
nuts, in their variety, and the pulse family—peas, 
bean, lentils and peanuts. 
| Dr. Moras correctly maintains that all symptoms, 
diseases, products and discharges are one and the same. 
Here is a novel claim that he makes: 

And, I believ, they are sufficient to conyince you 
that I am right in claiming that what's burned or used 
up or oxidized in the organs or tissue of the body, and 
which all past and present writers and teachers claim 
is waste or poison, is not poison, but is actually an

The Smoke Nuisance. 


T is announced that the city prosecutor's office is to 

commence a crusade against the smoke nutsance, in 
Los Angeles. There has been an unpleasant change in 
the condition of the atmosphere of this city, during the 
past few years. To some extent, this is unavoidable, as 
factories increase, just as a certain amount of noise 
and smell are alec unavoidable, in a big, busy city.

Many of the fac- 
tories belch forth immense volumes of smoke, that are 
not only a public nuisance, but represent a large pri- 
vate loss, in wasted fuel. There are ways of burning 
fuel, and methods of combustion, that give off little | 
smoke.

It 
is true, they cost something, but everything worth hav- 
ing <osts something. Then. after once being installed, 
the saving in fuel should more than cover operating 
expenses, and interest on the investment. At any rate, 
the comfort and health of the entire community must 
not be ignored. 


These nuisances are not entirely confined to the manu- 
facturing sections of the city. Right in the heart of 
town there are chimneys, of hotels and other establish- 
ments, that belch forth awful volumes of heavy black 
smoke, during certain hours of the day.

S The Times recently said editorially, it is wonderful 

with what unanimity the trade press of the country 
is arrayed against the government of the United States 
in its efforts to safeguard the public health by insist- | 
ing that manufacturers of food products conduct their 
operations in a perfectly cleanly manner and put up 
these foods without adulterations dangerous to the gen- 
eral health.

One may appreciate, if one does not admire, such an 
attitude on part of a trade paper, that depends for its 
living on advertising from people who are now under 
the ban of public condemnation. It is, however, much 
more difficult to understand the attitude of a satirical 
and humorous publication like Judge,“ supposed by 
some people to be independent and untrammeled, that 
comes out in double-page cartoons, ridiculing the men 
who have exposed the disgusting horrors of the Chicago 
packing-houses, and defending the miserable mercenary 
millionaires, who have been engaged in the unholy traffic 
of sending forth unwholesome food products. “Judge” 
may earn a few dirty dollars in this way, but it will, 
undoubtedly, lose many subscribers—and more public 
gt em.

ELECTRIC POWER IN AFRICA. 

It is gratifying to note that the technical press has 
sounded a note of warning against the preposterous pro- 
posal to generate hydraulic electric power at the Victoria 
Falls of the Zambesi River and transmit it over a dis- 
tance of 745 miles for use in the gold mines at Johannes- 
burg. But although the proposal to deliver this power 
at a figure that would be at once economical to the con- 
sumer and profitable to the company has been ridiculed 
by the technical press, the lay public is liable to be mis- 
led by the scheme, which on the face of it would seem 
to hold out flattering prospects of success, 

At the present time the most important transmission 
of energy for commercial! purposes is that from Niagara 
to Buffalo, where the distance covered does not exceed 
twenty miles. The longest transmission, according to 
present information, is that which is in successful opera- 
tien in California over a distance of about 220 miles, so 
that the proposed transmfssion line in South Africa will 
be 340 per cent. longer than anything that has yet been 
attempted. 

According to Prof. William E. Ayrton, who not long 
ago made a severe criticism of the scheme in the London 
Times, the Johannesburg mining district consumes about 
150,000 horse power at an average cost of $100 a horse 
power a year. Niagara sends 24,000 horse power to Buf- 
falo, where it is sold at about $125 a horse power a year, 
and Buffalo, as we have noted, is distant from Niagara 
only twenty miles 

Furthermore, in the neighborhood of Johannesburg are 
abundant supplies of coal, of which an excellent quality 
can be delivered on the Rand for from $2.60 to $2 a ton. 
Even if the Victoria Falls plant were to be built and a 
great transmission line constructed, it is not likely that 
the important mining industries in Johannesburg would 
be willing to trust the operation of their costly plants 
to the integrity of a few copper cables extending for over 
700 mies through the wilds of a savage country.— 
[Scientific American.
